Record Rainfall in New York.—Great havoc 
was wrought in New York State and New Jersey by « 
terrific rainstorm at the end of last week, Almost a foo: 
of water feil duiing a period of thirty hours, and an area 
of 60,000 square miles was more or less submerged. New 
York City resembl.d a large lake, and railway traffic was 
completely disorganised. Paterson, New Jersey, suffere: 
severely, 200 houses being flooded and 1500 people rendered 
homeless. In the lower portions of the town the water 
reached the upper storeys of the houses, and firemen wer 
engaged in rescuing people from the roofs. Jumping-net« 
and scaling-ladders were used to save refugees from th: 
housetops. -Several lives were lost. Through the mills 
being idle nearly 10,000 persons were thrown out of 
employment. The Mayor of Paterson estimates the 
damage done to the town at £400,009.
